BENCH PLANES 


ARE THE WORKHORSES OF THE SHOP 


We make all sizes that Stanley did, from the tiny No. 1 to the huge No. 8. Each 
has its own charm, but personal preference plays a large part in choosing the right 
Bench Plane for a particular job. A beginner needs two basic sizes - 

a smoothing plane (No. 4 or 4%) and a jointer (No. 7 or 8). Ajack 

plane (usually a No. 5) would be the next most useful size. 


(Ohe Bench Planes 

(except for the No. 1) are 

based on the Stanley Bedrock 

model. Bedrocks were the top of 

the line - heavier and better made than 

the standard. The frog design is unique - a 

fully machined mating fit between the frog and 
the body. The design also allows precise and easy 
adjustments of the mouth opening from the rear 
without having to remove the cap and blade. 


These features, in addition to our A-2 cryogenically treated, 

double-tempered Tool Steel blade, make for a very solid tool that 

will give excellent results in the most demanding conditions. Manganese 
Bronze or Ductile Iron bodies, hand-finished Cherry knobs and handles. Soles 
are machine ground flat to .001", sides machine ground square to the sole for 
shooting. Precisely made, fit and finished, these tools are ready for use right 
out of the box with minimal honing required. Bench Planes No. 

4% and larger are available with Ductile Iron bodies only. 


Bench Plane blades are shipped with a flat ground 25° bevel. For longer edge 
life in abrasive or hard woods, increase the bevel angle up to 30° or 35°. 
This is quickly accomplished by honing a small secondary bevel.

Also referred to as a Carriage Maker’s Rabbet or Jack Rabbet Plane, this plane is the 
largest Rabbet Plane made. There have been several versions of this tool. Ours is based 
ca on the Stanley 1014, which had not been made since the Second World War, and had 
never before been made in the Bedrock format. It features cross-grain nickers and 
a dy tilting knob and handle.

This tool is stout and has excellent balance. The cross-grain nickers cut grain fibers 

ahead of the blade to produce a clean, square vertical cut. Our nickers are small blades, 

ground dead flush with the sides of the tool. Easy to sharpen and easy to set to depth 

a or retract.

blade will take a slightly finer edge when sharpened at 25° or lower, making them useful for slicing or 
paring. So in response to customer requests, we are making our most popular blades available in O-1:

Heat treating is equally as important 

as the choice and quality of steel, and 
we take great care in heat treating our 
blades for optimal performance. We have 
found that the best results with A-2 Tool Steel are 
obtained by heat treating, tempering, and cryogenic treatment 
- a 20 hour soak at -320°F, followed by a second temper. Plane blades 
are tempered to Rockwell 60-62. 


HIGH ANGLE FROGS 


Until now, all Stanley-type bench plane irons 
were bedded at 45°, or Common Pitch. But the 
famous English Smoothers like Norris are usually 
50° (York Pitch) or 55° (Middle Pitch). The higher 
pitches make smoothing difficult wood easier. Our 
unique High Angle Frogs quickly convert our 
No. 4 Smoother to York Pitch and No. 4% 
Smoother to York Pitch or Middle Pitch. 


These frogs will also fit our other planes 
with 2" or 2%" blades. Will not fit other 
makes of planes.

The Low Angle Smoothing Plane is based on the rare Stanley No. 164, and 
is essentially a shorter version of the Low Angle Jack Plane - with 
an adjustable mouth, and a massive 2" wide, %c" thick 
blade, set at 12°. However, this tool is only 92" 
long and weighs 3% lbs. 


We call it a Smoothing Plane because ofits size 
(the same as our No. 4 Smoother). But like 
the Jack, it excels at both rough and finish 
work, and can be converted from one 
mode to another very quickly. The unique 
overhead Bailey-type blade adjuster provides 
smooth depth adjustment at your fingertips.

These 

tools will cut very well with the 
blade sharpened like a plane blade. 


All of our Scraping Planes have thick 

blades, beveled at 45° for easy sharpening. 

The blades are soft enough to burnish, but 

hard enough to hold an edge well. Sharp, set 

properly, and used with smooth, light strokes, 

these tools will produce a final finished surface on 
the most difficult hardwoods. 


A planed finish is always preferable to a scraped 
finish, and our Bench Planes will give great 
results on almost any wood. But there 

are times when a scraping plane 

is the best tool for the job.

When metal is cast, particularly in a long flat shape like a bench plane, there are stresses 
in the casting that need to be removed to make sure the machined casting will stay 
flat over time. To relieve these stresses, our castings are heated to a high temperature 
and slowly cooled. This process takes about 24 hours. It is called stress relieving and 
is an essential part of making quality hand planes.
